Saudis ‘helpful’ ih Lebanese crisis 

Habib: Cease-fire just 
part of larger effort

WASHINGTON. — Special Middle 
East envoy Philip Habib yesterday 
indicated that the Reagan ad- 
ministration sees the cease-fire 
agreement as the first step in a con- 
certed effort to find a comprehen- 
sive solution io Lebanon's overall 
problems. 

Habib, speaking at a two-hour 
dosed-door session of .the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, told 
the senators that Saudi Arabia had 
been extremely helpful in the 
behind-the-scenes negotiations 
leading to the -cease-fire along the 
Lebanese border, sources' present at 
the meeting said. 

He confirmed that the Saudis had 
been in direct touch with the PLO 
and other influential circles in 
Lebanon- and Syria — at the request 


The PLO, meanwhile, again con- 
demned Israel's overflights — there 
were two more yesterday, according 
to .agency reports from Beirut — as

Haig fires Neumann, 
envoy to Saudi Arabia

Washington, — Israeli officials 

and other pro-Israel political 
observers here were pleased to 
learn yesterday that Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig has-dismissed 
the U.S. ambassador to Saudi 
'Arabia, Robert Neumann. 

According to well-placed U.S. of- 
ficials, ' Neumann was forced to 
resign after complaining to 
Congressmen about Haig's con- 
tinued delay in formally submitting 
the administration's notification of 
the proposed sale of AWACS radar 
aircraft to Saudi Arabia. 

Neumann, who was bom Jewish 
in. Y-i* nna . an d. survived the 
Buchenwald and. Dachau con- 
centration camps, was, ironically, 
among the most pro-Arab officials 
appointed to the Reagan ad- 
ministration. He converted to 
Catholicism as a young man. 

The White House and State 
Department yesterday ' formally 
denied that Neumann had been 
fired because of policy differences 
with Haig. They suggested that he 
quit because of “personal reasons” 
relating to his wife's health. 

- But insiders described that as “a 
cover story," disclosing that Haig 
was furious when he learned what 


Neumann reportedly had been say- 
ing privately ' in recent days. The 
U.S. envoy, a'former ambassador to 
Afghanistan and Morocco, was said 
to have accused Haig of being too 
“pro-Israel’’ in his orientation. He 
said that Haig, as a result, was 
damaging U.S.-Saudi relations. 

Only last week, Neumann had 
returned to Washington from Jed- 
dah to lobby Congress in support of 
the AWACS sale. He met with 
various Senate and House leaders. 
The administration has postponed 
formal notification of the sale 
because of continued strong opposi- 
tion on Capitol Hill. 

When he was ambassador to 
Afghanistan, Neumann had as his 
deputy Samuel Lewis, the U.S. am- 
bassador to Israel.. 

Before being named ambassador 
to Saudi Arabia, Neumann was 
head of the Reagan transition team 
at the State Department during the 
period between last November's 
presidential election and the 
January 20 inauguration. 

Earlier, he had been one of 
foreign policy adviser Richard Al- 
len's top aides during the campaign. 
At that time, he was also associated 
with the Georgetown University 
Centre for Strategic and Inter- 
national Studies in Washington.

Traffic snarled in central. London yesterday 
with campers, sightseers, hawkers and bowler- 
hatted businessmen thronging the three- 


kilometre royal wedding route as Britons began 
celebrating in earnest today's wedding of their 
future king. 

Colourful crowds, clasping Union Jacks and 
pictures of Prince Charles and Lady Diana 
Spencer, grew through the day at the two prime 
positions at each end of the route — 
Buckingham Palace and Sl Paul's Cathedral. 

“This is history in the making,'* declared 19- 
year-old Manchester student Brian Palmer, 
who arrived early yesterday and staked out a 
good spot near the steps of St. Paul's. His face 
was painted with the red, white and blue British 
flag.

Watered fuel immobilizes Dan buses

TEL AVIV. — -Tel Aviv police 
yesterday arrested one attendant at 
a Dan bus depot and are question- 
ing dozens of other workers about 
the appqrept - sabotage of a diesel 
fuel tank at the depot located in 
Ramat Gan. The suspect was 
reportedly drunk on Monday night 
when the Incident' occurred. 

The damage to fuel and buses is 
estimated at over a million shekels. 

Around midnight Monday, ac- 
cording to Dan officials, someone 
filled a diesel Fuel tgpk at the Galei 
Gil .depot with water simply by con- 
necting the tank to a Water faucet 
by means of a rubber hose. The tank 
was ope of several used to refuel 
buses during the night. Depot atten- 
dants refuelled about 140. buses with 
the w iit c red fuel. , 

The watered fuel was discovered 
at 4 a.m. when the first, buses began 


leaving to pick up bus drivers. The 
buses managed to move only a short 
distance before coming to a halt or 
failed to move altogether. After this 
happened to 60 buses, Dan officials 
suspected that they were faced with 
sabotage and not a series of freak 
accidents. 

Tel Aviv police [spokesman 
Shmuya Kcdar said that the police 
had ruled out the possibility of a ter- 
rorist act, and were working on the 
assumption that an Israeli had 
sabotaged the fuel, perhaps out of 
revenge. At the Galei GO depot, 
which is neur the Ramat Gan. Dia- 
mond Exchange, 12 attendants out 
or 24 have been fired in recent 
monthsdue to work reorganization. 

Dun chairman Yosef Horowitz 
,said yesterday that' the cooperative 
hud. not received any threats, and 
could not think of who would want 
to do such a-lhing. 

Tlic attendant arrested was not 


yet sober when taken into custody. 
In this case the police are not ruling 
out the possibility that negligence 
may have been the cause of the 
watered fuel. 

After determining that watered 
fuel was causing the buses to grind 
to a hall. Dan mechanics pumped 
the water from the tanks of 80 buses 
that had not been started up. These 
were on the road in a relatively 
short time. 

Another 60 buses which travelled 
a short distance or were only started 
up, and which therefore had water 
in their engines, will have to spend 
several days in the garage for 
repairs. Sensitive parts, such as the 
fuel injectors, will have to be 
cleaned, but it is unlikely that parts 
will have to be replaced. 

The full extent of the damage is 
not ycl known, but it is estimated at 
over one million shekels. This

The Knesset yesterday approved 
the Multinational Force and 
Observers (MFO) agreement by an 
overwhelming vote of all the par- 
ties, except Tehiya and the 
. Democratic From for Peace and 
Equality. The agreement will le 
signed at the White House this Fri- 
day by the ambassadors of Israel 
and Egypt. 

Three coalition MKs abstained, 
however: Moshe Arens (Likud- 
Herut), chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, who also opposed the Camp 
David agreement and the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty; the National 
Religious Party's Rabbi Haim 
Druckman. a spiritual mentor of 
Gush Emunim; and a new Herut 
MK, David Magen, Kiryat Gat's 36- 
year-old mayor. 

The above vote was on a one- 
sentence resolution submitted by 
the Likud's Haim Kaufman in the 
name of alt the parties that voted for 
it, after Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir summed up the five hours of 
debate, spread out over Monday 
and yesterday. 

Five MKs voted for a resolution 
submitted by Hanan Porat on behalf 
of Tehiya rejecting the MFO agree- 
ment. They were the party’s own 
three representatives -— Yuval 
Ne'eman, Geula Cohen and Porat; 
Tami's Ben-Zion Rubin: and 
Labour's Rabbi Menahem 
Hacohen. 

While Hacohen is one of the 
Knesset's leading doves, he is now 
engaged in a feud with the Align- 
ment leadership over what he 
regards as the inferior status of the 
Ha'oved Hadaii (Religious Worker) 
faction he heads, compared to that 
jusi granted Shulamit Aloni’s 
Citizens’ Rights Movement for join- 
ing' the Alignment. The grins on his 
face and on the faces of his 
neighbours when'he raised his hand 
for the Tehiya indicated the 
seriousness of his vote. 

In another twist, the DFPE*5 
Charlie Biton joined the Likud and

TEL AVIV. — Amid a feeling of 
increased pessimism. Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin has 
summoned leaders of all poten- 
tial coalition partners to an 
urgent “make-or-break” 
meeting this morning, at which 
he will warn them that their 
brinkmanship games may result 
in new elections within three 
months. 

The meeting is described as the 
most crucial yet in the coalition 
negotiations, because it will deter- 
mine for Begin whether there is any 
point in continuing his efforts to 
form a government, sources close to 
the prime minister told The 
Jerusalem Post last night. 

Likud sources regard National 
Religious Party demands in the 
religious sphere and its reluctance 
to part with some of the posts it cur- 
rently holds as one of the more dif- 
ficult obstacles in the talks. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
last night told the NRP that “the 
Likud is not scared of new elec- 
tions.” 


Begin's move came after yet 
another day in which coalition talks 
dragged on inconclusively. The 21 
days he was given to form the 
government will be up in one week. 
Begin has already declared that he 
will not make use of the three more 
weeks he is constitutionally entitled 
to. 

Although Labour's chances of 
putting a government together are 
regarded as slim. Labour could have 
42 days in which lo attempt the task 
if Begin throws in the towel. 

Although sources close to Begin 
admitted that the talks cannot be 
concluded this week, they 
nevertheless believe that Begin will 
have his government readv by the 
middle of next week. 

The only hopeful sign in the in- 
creasingly pessimistic atmosphere 
of the talks concerned an attempt 
that may be made today by some 
NRP circles to revoke a party deci- 
sion entrusting Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg with the religious affairs 
portfolio. Instead an attempt will be

Tami wants to put watchdog 
on Burg in religions post

A major obstacle now holding up 
the coalition talks is Tami’s demand 
for “a presence’’ in the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs — if Yosef Burg of 
the National Religious Party is to be 
the minister. Tami fears that Burg 
and his supporters will carry out a 
wholesale purge of all those in the 
ministry, in the religious councils 
and in the entire religious establish- 
ment, who supported the Tami 
leader (and present minister) 
Aharon Abuhatzeira. 

Abuhatzeira broke away from the 
NRP and founded Tami shortly 
before the . elections. He accused 


the NRP of discriminating against 
Sephardim. He also accused 
Interior Minister Burg and other 
key N RP figures of failing to stand 
by him before and during his ar- 
duous bribery trial (in which he was 
acquitted). 

Tami, according to top sources in 
the party, wants a deputy minister 
of religious affairs if Burg is the 
minister. It proposes for the post its 
number three man in the Knesset, 
Benzion Rubin, another NRP 
“renegade” (from Burg's own 
Lamifne faction). 

Well-placed sources in both par- 
ties say that the deep and intense 
(Coothued oa page 2, col.

Kafr Yasif head says: 
no danger of violence 

KAFR YASIF. — Head of the Kafr 
Yasif local council, Nimer Murkus, 
yesterday denied reports that there 
is danger of renewed violence 
between his village and the Druse 
village Julis. 

The reports said that there was a 
breakdown in the talks between the 
villages about compensation for the 
Julis rampage in the mostly Chris- 
tian Arab Kafr Yasif in April, in 
which two persons died and 1S5 mil- 
lion damage was caused. Murkus 
said there were “complications” in 
the question of compensation, 
which neither Julis nor the govern- 
ment is willing to pay. But there is 
still hope that an agreement would 
be reached between the villages, he 
said. 

Danger of cancer

Peres blasts Begin 
for ‘bolstering’ PLO

Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres said yesterday that the inten- 
sive military operations against the 
PLO in Lebanon, designed to 
we’akcn the terrorists, had merely 
created a situation in which the ter- 
rorists could now build up their 
strength more easily. 

At a discussion in the Alignment 
Knesset faction about the cease- 
fire. Peres said that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’s fixation on 
semantics, which delayed the cease- 
fire agreement for more than a 
week, created unnecessary human 
suffering and material damage in 
the Galilee towns and villages. 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat signed 
the cease-fire agreement personally, 
even though Begin siiB refused to 
define the arrangement as an 
"agreement," Peres said, and the 
cabinet statement talked about 
“negotiating peace with President 
Sarkis." 

The outcome of Begin's solo 
negotiations with envoy Philip 
Habib, on w'hich he did not consult 
with his cabinet colleagues, was to 
enhance the status of the PLO in the 
eyes of the world in general, and of 
U.S. opinion in particular, Peres 
said. 

He charged Begin with causing 
“a dangerous precedent in Israel- 
U.S. relations" by precipitating the 
American sanction of withholding 
weapons. 

Peres said that Begin’s policy had 
done more damage to Israel's 
civilian infrastructure, than to the 
terrorists* military infrastructure. 

Peres said that i; was ""im- 
pudence" on Begin’s part to claim 
that opposition criticism rather than 
his own errors had harmed Israel’s 
image. “The television coverage 
overseas had a negative effect on 
world opinion, and not the com- 


ments vf Labour here," Peres said. 

He said the air raid shelters in the 
north hud been designed for war- 
time situations on the basis of an 
area of 0.4 square metres per 
person. The shooting in the north 
this month was not u wartime situa- 
tion where the men are called up 
however. He said the Likud govern- 
ment had ignored Galilee residents' 
requests for improvements for the 
past four years. "The situation has 
changed since the shelters were 
planned," he said. 

Former premier Yitzhak Rabin 
said that previous governments had 
indirect negotiations with the PLO 
on military issues, or where human 
life was at slake, or where that was 
the only way of extricating oneself 
from an intolerable situation. "But 
there were never any political 
negotiations such as Begin con- 
ducted." Rabin said. 

On the other hand. Rabin 
reminded the faction, the only long- 
term solution to the problem-posed 
by the PLO would be a political 
solution. 

"We cannot do away with them 
entirely by military means and we 
should not try and destroy the in- 
frastructure in Lebanon," he said. 

He said that terrorist incursions 
should be prevented by a combina- 
tion of static defence, and selective 
aerial strikes based on prior intel- 
ligence. But a war of attrition 
should be avoided at all costs, if 
need be. by invading South 
Lebanon, and removing the PLO 
batteries to a distance of 30 
kilometres from the border. 

“Begin's' plan to destroy the in- 
frastructure in Lebanon was pure 
fantasy," Rabin said. “The objec- 
tives w-ere wrongly chosen and the 
operations were wrongly executed." 

Mapam leader Victor Shemtov 
said that the prime minister tried to 
cloak the negotiations with Philip 
Habib in a “hypocritical illusion.” 


Workers' committee threatens to strike 

K. Shmona city employees 
who left town will be fired 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
K1RYAT SHMONA. — The ap- 
pointed committee running Kiryat 
Shmona announced yesterday that 
it would fire those municipal 
employees who left town during the 
shelling last week. In protest, the 
municipal workers’ committee. has 
announced ir will ‘Call a general 
strike if the • decision is 
implemented. 

Twelve out of 800 municipal 
workers, mostly senior, left town 
during the shelling. Announcing the 
decision to sack Them, the head of 
the appointed committee, Reuven 
Robert, said that it was in- 
conceivable that a minority of 
employees should have “spent the 
time on beaches” while others had 
worked around the clock 
throughout the shelling. 

Robert Prosper, chairman of the 
Kiryat Shmona municipal workers' 


committee, said that the appointed 
committee has no right to fire any 
worker without first conferring with 
the workers’ committee and the 
local labour council (Histadrut). 
Unless the appointed committee 
agrees to such a consultation, a 
general strike will be called, he said.

that they will strike on Sunday and 
come up to Jerusalem to 
demonstrate, unless income tax is 
suspended for Kiryat Shmona resi- 
dents for a period of five years. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz yesterday told 
the emergency social services that 
they should continue working in 
Kiryat Shmona, setting up day 
camps for the children. The 
National Insurance Institute has al- 
located IS 1 00,000 for day camps in 
the town, he said. 


Film director Wyler dies 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). — 
Leading Hollywood film director 
William Wyler, who won Oscars for 
Mrs. Miniver, The Best Years of Our 
Lives and Ben Hur, has died here at 
the age of 79, a daughter said yester- 
day. 

The daughter, Judith Sheldon, 
said her father died of a massive 
heart attack on Monday only a day 
after he had returned from a visit to 
Europe, during which he was 
honoured at the British Film In- 
stitute in London. 

Wyler, who came to Hollywood 
from Europe in 1920, was one of the 
most prolific directors of his time. 
He made more than 35 feature films 
at Metro-Goidwyn-Mayer. 

Nominated 13 times for an Oscar 
and known to the film world as 
“Willie," he once said: “A slight 
movement or the way a word is said 
makes the difference whether the 


audience will cry.” 

A perfectionist, he was known for 
filming a scene over and over again 
— earning him the nickname "90- 
take Wyler.” 

Apart from the films which won 
him Oscars Tor best director, he was 
well known for such films as 
Wulhering Heights, The Little Foxes. 
A Roman Holiday. The Collector and 
Funny Girl, which was made in 1968 
and was one of his last films. 

Bom in Mulhouse, France, on 
July 1, 1902, Wyler began his Hol- 
lywood career as a press agent dur- 
ing the silent film years. 

He learned the art of directing by 
making two-reel Tom Mix cowboy 
films, starting in 1928. 

His marriage to the late actress 
Margaret Sullavan ended in divorce 
and he later married Margaret Tal- 
lichet. by whom he had four 
children. Wyler visited Israel with 
his wife and daughter Judy in 1968. 


Arab terrorists admit bombing tourist office 


BEIRUT (UPI). — A Marxist 
Palestinian terrorist group yester- 
day claimed responsibility for a re- 
cent bomb and machine gun attack 
against a Greek travel agency in 
Piraeus which it said was a centre 
for Israeli intelligence agents. 

The Popular From for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine (PFLP) said the 
agency’s owner, Eugenia 
Angelikoussi, who was killed in the 
June 22 attack, was a “member of 
Mossad. the Israeli intelligence 
agency." 


It accused her of “masterminding 
the assassination in Athens in 
August 1978 of a PFLP member, 
Beshir Ibrahim Jebril.” 

According to eyewitnesses in 
Piraeus, two men. described as 
“brown looking,” burst into the 
Angelikoussi travel agency and shot 
dead Mrs. Angelikoussi, and her 
partner, Dimitrios Malatasis. The 
gunmen also threw a bomb into the 
travel agency, which exploded a few 
minutes after their escape, injuring 
1 10 people, some seriously.

animosity between Burg and Tami 
makes it impossible for this arrange- 
ment to be accepted. 

According to NRP sources, 
Aharon. A buhatzeira has made it 
clear to Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin that he would not insist on 
the dputy ministership for Tami if 
the other NRP minister, Zevulun 
Hammer, were to take the religious 
affairs portfolio. Abuhatzeira said 
he would trust Hammer's word not 
to “purge” people from the ministry 
and the religious establishment. 

But there is no trust at all 
between Tami and Burg, and hence 
Tami is insisting on a deputy 
minister to serve as a “watchdog” to 
prevent purges. . 

Abuhatzeira, it is reliably under- 
stood, attaches major significance 
to his reputation and image as a 
leader who “protects” those who 
supported him and who does not 
“abandon” them when the wheel 
of political fortune move« on. This 
is particularly important to him in 
terms of building up Tami — and 
building up his own standing — in 
the event of new elections soon. 

JLikud negotiators, increasingly 
fretful under Begin’s threat to 
return his mandate to the president 
next week, contend that this crisis is 
a direct outcrop of internal NRP 
strife. The Ukud men ask why the 
NRP cannot put up Hammer for the 
religious portfolio — and thereby 


avoid the conflict with Tami. 

But the NRP*s choice of Burg for 
the religious slot (in addition to his 
interior portfolio and the autonomy 
brief) is the result of a complicated 
and delicate post-election-defeat 
“deal” between the NRP's leaders, 
and the party is plainly reluctant to 
reopen that deal now. 

Under the deal Hammer agreed 
to waive any claim to the religious 
post, without making a fight of it, m 
return for the agreement of Burg 
and of parly strongman Rafael Ben- 
Natan (Burg’s top supporter) to 
hold “personal” elections to the 
party's national convention in a few 
months time. 

Hammer, still distraught at the 
extent of the party’s defeat in the 
election (from 12 to six seats}, 
believes that this radical change in 
the internal election system would 
go a long way to abolishing the “fac- 
tions'* system within the NRP. 
Presumably it would go a long way, 
too, to translating Hammer's pop- 
ularity with the rank-and-file into 
internal political strength. 

Under the deal. Hammer would 
also devote much more of his time 
and energies — with the blessing of 
the Burg-Ben-Natan old-timers — 
to internal party work. In particular, 
he proposes to set up a nationwide 
network of "NRP ■sympathizers" 
who are not card-carrying party 
members but who, he believes, 
would with time become members. 


Lebanon hit by fuel shortage — 5 slain in petrol queues 


BEIRUT. — Lebanon faced power 
cuts and a serious fuel shortage 
yesterday as it struggled to over- 
come damage inflicted in this 
month's Israeli air raids. 

The Lebanese Electricity 
Authority started power cuts in 
Beirut, the north and the interior, 
initially by rotation, for seven hours 
a week. 

Fuel shortages have developed 
largely because Israel bombed an 
oil pipeline from Saudi Arabia to 
Zaharani, near Sidon, site of Ihe 
country’s second largest oil 
refinery, putting it out of action Tor 
a! least a month. 

The government says the situa- 


tion has been exacerbated by panic 
buying, and there have been reports 
on the Phalangist radio of an armed 
group hijacking petrol tankers near 
the Tripoli oil refinery in the north. 

South Lebanon has been without 
electricity because the main cable 
was cut in an Israeli raid. UN of- 
ficials said mountain villages in the 
area were running short of water, 
normally supplied by road tankers. 

Already many factories and 
businesses' have been crippled by 
the shortage, and workers could not 
gel to work as gas stations closed 
their doors to business. Other sta- 
tions held on to their reserves, and 
the black market 


of petrol, which usually costs 31 
cents, soared to more .than 
triple the official rate to prices’rang- 
ing from 80 cents to SI. 50 per litre. 

Police sources said five persons 
were killed and eight wounded as 
angry drivers queuing at petrol sta- 
tions pulled guns to ensure their 
tanks would be filled. In other cases 
shootouts resulted when a driver at- 
tempted to jump a line. In some in- 
stances local militias have been cal- 
led in to restore order.

No committees, no deputies 

Today’s Knesset session deferred 
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Retrial ordered for 
convicted ‘hit man’ 


A retrial for the convicted 
murderer and reputed member of 
the French Mafia, Solomon Abu, 
was ordered yesterday by the presi- . 
dent of the Supreme Court, Justice 
Moshe Landau. He said that new 
evidence had emerged which might 
change the outcome of the trial in 
favour of the accused. 

Abu. 38, is serving two terms of 
life imprisonment for the murders 
of Ezra Shemtov Mizrahi and 
Aharon Maiiah in Tel Aviv in April 
1970. 

The new evidence concerns the 
pistol exhibited in court as the 
murder weapon. Abu's attorneys 
discovered that a report by a police 
ballistics expert, which determined 
that the pistol was found clean and 
greased after the shooting, was not 
presented in court during the trial. 
Landau ruled that this raised a 
doubt that this was indeed the pistol 
that Abu was believed to have 
thrown away as he ran from the 
murder scene. 

Abu's attorneys claimed that he 
could not have managed to clean 
and grease the pistol in the short 
time that elapsed between the 
shooting and his capture. 

Abu has repeatedly demanded a 
retrial, claiming that he is innocent

The 10th Knesset has already run out of steam, after 
only five days of sessions, and today's session had to be 
cancelled. 

Speaker Menahem Savidor announced yesterday that 
the session had been cancelled because the deputy 
speakers and the committees had not yet been chosen, 
so there was nothing on the agenda which could be 
taken up by the plenum till next week. 

Normally, during a plenum session, the Speaker and 
his deputies spell each other every 30 to 40 minutes. 
Speaker Savidor, being alone, cannot quit the helm for 
a moment. He has to schedule fairly short sessions of 
two to three hours, in order to cope. 

Two Alignment MKs, Moshe Shahal and Yosef Sand, 
wrote to Savidor yesterday complaining that the Knes- 
set had done nothing in its first two weeks. The govern- 
ment deliberately wanted to paralyze the Knesset, they 
charged. 


Shahal and Sarid wrote: “The Knesset members get 
their salaries for doing nothing. They are being turned 
into free-loaders.” They Mamed Savidor. 

Savidor replied that although the government had 
already tabled legislation, it could only be taken up next 
week, because faster handling of legislation required 
the approval of a regular Knesset committee, and none 
has been formed yet. 

There has been no progress in setting the committees 
because of the deadlock m the ad hoc Arrangements 
Committee whose task it is to work out the committee 
chairmanships and the nomination of deputy speakers. 

Likud and Alignment representatives met informally 
yesterday. The Likud suggested that an additional com- 
mittee. the eleventh, be set up to handle settlement af- 
fairs, and that its chairman come from the Alignment. 
The Alignment rejected this idea because it would have 
meant removing functions related to settlement from 
three of the 10 existing committees: Foreign Affairs and 
Defence, Finance and the Economic committees. 


Roman structure found at Herzliya dig

HERZLIYA. — On the northern 
cliff of Herzliya, archeologists have 
been busy digging into the site 
where Reshef, ApoOonia and Arsuf 
once stood. “It was apparently a 
centre second in importance only to 
Caesarea, sprawling over five or six 
hundred dunams ,” Dr. Yisraef Roll, 
of : Id Aviv . U«4versity-, 3 -told^ 
reporters; yesterdays 
During the first month of the dig 
which ended last weekend, a solid 
Roman-built 4th century structure 
hacked deep into the flank of the 
coastal rock was uncovered. “We 
have no idea yet what it served for," 


Dr. Roll said. 

Potsherds with Greek, Hebrew 
and Arabic letters were found in the 
area. 

“The site was probably settled by 
Phoenician traders some 2,500 years 
ago. Reshef is the name of a Phoeni- 
cian deity, which the Hellenes iden- 
tified with Apollo, hence the name 
Apollonia. But the Arabs used the 
name Arsuf," Dr. Roll- said. 

Roll places hopes in the huge 1 
CrusadfcV castle,"’ built atop 'tfud- 
coastal ridge, hardly 15 metres from 
the water. It is constructed in grey 
worked sandstone, but only the 
typical ogival ceiling of the great 
tower has been uncovered. "We 


hope to reach the floor before the 
end of -the week, but so far, six 
metres down, it is not yet in sight.” 

Arsuf was the site of. Richard the 
Lionheart's surprise victory over 
Saladin’s irregulars on September 7, 
1291. 

The excavations are being 
financed mainly by the government 
Tel. Aviy. University students and 
volunteers, .some brought here un- 
der the auspices of the Rotary 
movement from various European 
countries, have been working on the 
dig. 

The Herzliya municipality hopes 
to turn the site into a tourist attrac- 
tion. 


West Bank artist arrested in security case

Suleiman Mansour, the best 
known Palestinian artist in the West 
Bank, was detained on Monday for 
alleged security violations. 

The military spokesman said 
yesterday that. Mansour, of Rsmal- 
lah, was detained near Kalandiya 
together with his wife and father-in- 
law.

Palestinian sources in East 
Jerusalem stud yesterday that Man- 
sour was arrested as he was driving 


to a vacation spot in the Nablus 
area. He had reportedly attempted 
to cross into Jordan last week but 
was unable to obtain an exit permit. 

■ According to the East Jerusalem 
sources, Mansour wa$ arrested with 
his brother-in-law Ghossan Kat'uah 
and his father-in-law, Elias Kat'uah. 

Mansour teaches art at an 
UNRWA vocational school near 
Ramatlah, and studied art at the 
Bezalel School in Jerusalem after 
the Six Day War. 


Alleged murder might have been an accident 


TAMRA (Itim). — Shfaram police 
are trying to determine whether Ali 
Magdoub of Tamra was stabbed to 
death on Monday night, as they 
originally assumed, or died by acci- 
dent. 

Magdoub, 23, was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Haifa's Rarabam 
Hospital late Monday night with a 
stab wound in his chest. Police were 
immediately summoned and began 


what they thought was a routine 
murder investigation. 

However, police soon found eye 
witnesses who claimed they saw 
Magdoub fall from a second storey 
window and impale himself on a 
water spigot in the garden below. 
Police technicians have examined 
the spigot and Magdoub’s body has 
been sent for autopsy at Lhe forensic 
institute at Abu Kabir. 


Electricity consumption hits record high

HAIFA. — The country’s 
electricity consumption is soaring 
and -on July 7 reached an all-time 
' peak of 2,148 megawatts, Electric 
Corporation general manager Eitan 
Jacobson told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

As a result of government sub- 
sidies which keep the rates ar- 
tificially low, people seem to have 
abandoned all compunctions about 
switching on every available cooling 
appliance during the present heat 
wave, Jacobson said. The previous 
record demand was 2,190 MOW. 

Jacobson said the corporation's 
total generating capacity now 


stands at 2,265 MGW. and if con- 
sumption continues to rise this 
capacity may soon fall short of de- 
mand. 

The capacity estimate includes 
the new Hadera station, where the 
first generating unit is operating at 
only 30 per cent of capacity due to 
restrictions imposed by the National 
Town Planning Commission. 

The commission had.issued only a 
running-in licence, which permits 
only 30 per cent power generation, 
pending a meeting of its subcommit- 
tee on ecology next month. The 
panel wilt consider the ecological 
problems involved in the plant's 
operation. 


New IDF course trains safer drivers

The IDF Transportation Centre’s 
completely revamped truck driver 
training course is turning out safer 
drivers, and saving time, money and 
manpower as well, the head of the 
centre said yesterday. 

Aluf-Mishne Yossi, addressing' 
reporters on lhe eve of 
Maintenance Corps Day, said that 
new drivers are being trained on 
the type of large diesel trucks they 
will eventually be driving, rather 
than on petrol-driven Dodge trucks 
as in the past. 

The length of the course has been 
halved Tram 12 weeks to just six. 


and the improved content has 
produced safer drivers and less acci- 
dents. 

The IDF has also expanded its 
pre-mobilization driving courses, 
which train 17-year-olds who are 
slated for the Transportation Corps 
to drive trucks before they enter the 
army. The Transportation Centre is 
opening its newest pre-army driving 
school in Kiryai Shmona. 

Aluf-Mishne Yossi stressed that 
in addition to driving courses, the 
Transportation Centre runs exten- 
sive remedial courses in reading, 
wrilins and other basic skills.

— A seventh case of 
cholera was reported this week in 
the West Bank. 

The victim is a 45-year-old 
woman of Tulkarm who was recent- 
ly visited by relatives from Jordan. 
The woman is in hospital and her 
Family has been put in isolation 
while they undergo tests. 

One of the seven West Bank 
cholera victims, a 72-year-old man, 
died of complications that resulted 
from the disease.

The eclipse will be total in a 100- 
kilomeire-wide strip stretching from 
east of the Black Sea, through the 
Caucasus, the northern Caspian 
Sea. the northern shore of Lake 
Baikal, to the Kurile islands, and 
then to a point about 650 kilometres 
northwest of the Hawaiian Islands.

Bureaucratic bungle keeps villages dark 


ACRE (Itim). — The scheduled 
hook-up of several Arab villages in 
Galilee to the national electric grid 
is being held up by a classic 
bureaucratic Catch-22. 

A new law, which went into effect 
on June 1, prohibits the Electric 
Corporation from supplying power 
to houses which were- built without 
the required building permits. 

Building permits, however, can 
be issued only in accordance with a 
zoning plan. Despite many efforts, 
no government has approved zoning 


plans for these villages since the 
founding of the state. 

Village residents, left with no 
legal alternative, often went ahead 
and built homes without the proper 
licences. 

In Uzeir, in the Beit Netofa Val- 
ley, the Electric Corporation has 
already hooked up street lights, but, 
under the new law, cannot provide 
power to home-owners who cannot 
produce the required building per- 
mits. 


Changes proposed for foreign vehicle insurance 


. Post Economic Reporter ... 

A vehicle registered abroad and 
brought into the country for a short 
time will need only compulsory 
third party insurance coverage if a 
proposal now being considered by 
government ministries becomes 1 
law. 

The current law requires the 
driver to be insured for personal in- 
jury as well. Under the proposal, if a 
driver is injured in an accident, he 
may not submit a claim under the 


accident victims compensation law- 
Personal injury insurance would thus ■ 
be optional. 

The proposal states that an inter- 
national insurance certificate 
(“green card”) would be sufficient to 
cover vehicles brought into the 
country temporarily. 

The change in the '.aw would 
bring Is-aeli practice into line with the 
law followed in most countries, 
which require only compulsory 
third party insurance.

Vote on U.S. tax cut bill today 
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WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan, reminding 
Americans that the world was 
watching, urged them on Monday 
night to rally behind his economic 
recovery tax cut bill, which faces its 
crucial vote in Congress today. 

Reagan said that the message he 
heard at the seven-nation economic 
summit in Ottawa last week was that 
"our allies depend on a strong and 
economicalij sound America and 
ihev are watching events in this 
country ... with close attention and 
great hopes." 

In a final drive to push his plan 
through the House of Represen- 
tatives. the Republican president 
appealed directly to Americans to 
put pressure on their Congressmen 


and defeav alternative proposals 
written by Democrats. 

Reagan said in a televised appeal 
that his plan for across-the-board 
income lax cuts totalling 25 per cent 
in the next three years was a vital 
pan of his economic recovery 
programme, which also includes 
.sweeping cuts in government 
spending that Congress already has 
basically approved. 

The Democrats want a two-year 
tax cut averaging 15 per cent, aimed 
at people earning less than S50.000 a 
year. 

House Speaker Thomas O'Neill, 
who had predicted that the 
Democrats would .win by 10 to 20 
voles, said later that the margin had 
narrowed to no more than five or 


Reugiin got his budget through 
the House with the help of Southern 
Democratic conservatives and has 
been wooing their votes for his tax 
bill. 

O'Neill told reporters on Monday 
night that only 14 Democrats had 
firmly committed themselves to 
Reagan's tax bill. If all Democrats 
and Republicans voted in the House 
along party lines, It would require 
27 Democratic defectors for 
Reagan to win. 

O'Neil! said that seven or eight 
Democrats were undecided 
whether to go for Reagan's bill or 
the Democratic alternative, in what 
wilt be the largest tax cut in U.S.

‘Hundreds died’ in big Afghan battle 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Soviet 
and Afghan government forces 
fought Afghan rebels near Kabul 
earfier this month in the largest 
single confrontation since the 
Soviet military intervention started 
in Afghanistan 19 months ago, 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

The batrie in the Paghman district 
about 20 kilometres northeast of 
Kabul had been reported 
prominently in the official Kabul 
New Times newspaper last Sunday, 
the sources added. 


Earlier diplomatic reports said 
that hundreds of men on all sides 
were believed killed or wounded in 
fighting on July 13-15. 

The paper, according to the 
sources, described the Fighting as a 
major operation against "robbers 
and miscreants" the Afghan govern- 
ment's term for rebels — who, it 
said, were disturbing the peaceful 
life of the people of Paghman dis- 
trict. 

An editorial in the paper com- 
mented: “The people cried in agony 


for help and armed forces and 
soldiers of the revolution rushed to 
the rescue of the toiling Moslems of 
Paghman. 


“These brave operations resulted 
in the destruction of the enemy's 
positions and hundreds or them met 
their deserved fate," it added. 


The diplomatic sources said the 
Paghman area now seemed quiet 
and no major clashes had been 
reported from the Afghan provinces 
in the past week. 


Kidnapped Italian freed after 72 days 


CA MERINO. Italy (Reuter). — 
Kidnapped Italian liquor company 
owner Marcello Molinari was 
released unharmed yesterday after 
spending 72 days in captivity 
chained to a tree, police said. 

Molinari, abandoned by his kid- 
nappers in a forest in central Italy, 
was found by a police patrol after 
walking more than 10 kilometres. 
He was kidnapped on May 17. 

Police link his release to the re- 
cent arrest of several suspected 
members oF the gang. They did not 
say whether a ransom had been 
paid. 

Molinari. thin and exhausted, 
told police he had spent his cap- 


tivity in a forest, lied to a tree on a 
three-metre-long iron chain. He 
was fed on cheese, salad and bread. 

The 54-year-old co-owner of a 
company which produces Sambuca, 
an after-dinner drink, he was one of 
at least two dozen people kidnap- 
ped in Italy this year. 

In Turin, the five-month trial of 94 
men and women accused of belonging 
to the Front Upe left-wing terrorist 
organization ended on Friday with 75 
convictions and 19 acquittals. 

The Front Line organization is 
closely aligned with the Red 
Brigades. The defendants were 
charged with a wide range of 
criminal offences ranging from par- 


ticipation in armed bands to specific 
involvement in terrorist attacks. 

The most severe sentence of 14 Yi 
years imprisonment went to a 
woman defendant, Susanna Ron- 
coni. Six others, all men, received 
sentences of 14 years. 

The trial started on March 4 and 
frequently produced turbulent 
scenes, as hardliners among the ter- 
rorists. who were kept in barred 
cages in the courtroom, shouted 
defiantly at judges and witnesses. 

In line wifli current policy, four of 
the defendants who turned stale's 
evidence received only light 
penalties, with three of them getting 
suspended sentences.

Bonn supports UN debate on Iran’s Baha’i 


BONN (Reuter). — West Germany 
supports efforts by the Baha’i 
religious sect to raise the issue of 
Iran's treatment of Baha’is at the 
UN, a Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday. 

Dozens of Baha'is have been ex- 
ecuted in Iran in recent months, 
usually after being accused of spy- 
ing for Israel and belonging to * -the 
misled sect.” 

The spokesman said that West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 


Diet rich Genscher told Baha'is of 
his concern and support for their ef- 
forts in reply to a telegram from the 
Baha'i National Council in West 
Germany. 

Two men executed in Iran's 
northeastern Khorassan Province 
last Sunday were Baha’is, the sect's 
National Council said yesterday. 

Iranian State Radio, monitored 
by Reuters, had reported the execu- 
tions on Sunday, saying the two men 
had been convicted of spying for 


' Israel and belonging to "the misled 
sect." 

The Baha'i Council also said that 
hundreds of Baha'i families had 
been expelled from villages around 
the central Iranian towns of Isfahan 
and Kashan and in Khorassan in the 
last few days. 

Unlike Jews, Christians and 
Zoroastrians, the Baha’is are not 
recognized in Iran's Islamic con- 
stitution as a protected religious 
minority. 


CUIDAD CHIHUAHUA, Mexico 
(AP). — Bodies of passengers were 
piled near the exits of an Aeromex- 
ico jetliner that crashed on the 
runway, reportedly killing 31 and in- 
juring 34, a firefighter said yester- 
day. 

One person was reported missing, 
said civil aeronautics officials in 
Mexico City. 

The DC-9, believed to be carry- 
ing 60 passengers and a crew of six, 
crashed on Monday night, bursting 
into flames after striking the ground 
and rolling on its wheels for some 
distance, officials said. A sudden 
shift in the wind is believed to have 
contributed to the crash by shoving 
the plane away from the runway. 

“We didn’t find any bodies out- 
side the fuselage. They were tiying 
to get out and were piled on top of 
each other," said firefighter Ernesto 
Alvarado, one of the first rescuers 
on the scene. 

Most passengers, disoriented in 
the crash, fled toward the moun- 
tains away from the airport as they 
escaped the burning craft, Alvarado 
said yesterday. ■

Thatcher unveils plan to reduce youth riots 


LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher on Monday un- 
veiled a biliion-dollar package of 
measures aimed at reducing youth 
unemployment and curbing urban 
violence. 

Youth riots shook cities across 
England early this month and broke 
out again Monday night in Liver- 
pool, where a mob attack on police 
left 18 injured. A cab driver was 
stoned by a mob, police said, deny- 
ing claims by blacks that police 
harassment was the cause of the 
violence. 

Thatcher told the House of Com- 


mons her Conservative administra- 
tion will not backtrack on its tight- 
money policies, which her oppo- 
nents blame for Britain’s highest 
jobless rate since the depression of 
the 1930s — 2.8 million or 11.8 per 
cent of the working population. 

The prime minister revealed her 
plan at the start of debate on an op- 
position motion of censure on her 
economic policies. The motion was 
defeated 334-262 — the same 
margin as her government’s ma- 
jority. 

Michael Foot, leader of the 
Labour opposition, immediately 


termed her measures "a derisory 
package to deal with such a major 
problem." 

Thatcher told the Commons her 
government’s actions were showing 
signs of success, with inflation com- 
ing down. Other measures, which 
she did not detail, "will take time 
fully to work through — but we are 
already seeing signs of success,” she 
said. 

“Governments alone don't make 
economic recoveries. Individuals 
and * companies do," she said. 
"What the government can do is to 
ensure that conditions are such that 
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companies can take advantage of 
the expansion as it comes." She did 
not predict when that might be. 

She said a detailed analysis of the 
wave of urban violence in poor 
urban districts must await the report 
on an investigation being carried 
out by Lord Scarman in the Brixton 
.district of London, scene of some of 
the' worst violence in re'cbnt years. 

Her government’s measures in- 
clude weekly payments to firms tak- 
ing on employees under 18 years of 
age. creation of 20 centres in big 
cities to train unemployed 
youngsters in computer and 
electronic skills and provision of ex- 
tra training sites under the govern- 
ment's youth opportunities 
programme. 

In Liverpool, street violence con- 
tinued until the early hours of 
yesterday morning in the second 
straight night of disturbances in the 
city's largely black Toxleth district. 
Police said that 18 officers were in- 
jured but that the violence was only 
minor. 

Gangs pf youths, white and black, 
flung stones and bricks at a force of 
about 350 police sent into the area 
in groups to quell trouble. One of- 
ficer was reported hit by a television 
set flung from a balcony. 

"There’ are some minor distur- 
bances in Toxteth, but everything 
is under control," a spokesman for 
Merseyside police reported early 
yesterday.. No arrests were 
reported. 



ANKARA (AP). — The hunger 
strike at the Mamak military prison 
here by left-wing prisoners 
protesting torture and brutality 
entered its fourth week yesterday. 
Lawyers representing the hunger 
strikers said that 21 had been 
hospitalized so far. 

Copies of written appeals signed 
by the 14 lawyers and dated July -24 
reached the. Associated Press only 
yesterday. The documents listed 133 
hunger strikers, but other estimates 
claim as many as 200 left-wing 
prisoners are refusing food. 

"We know these clients have re- 
jected . medical intervention and 
have abandoned themselves to 
death. Our applications for permis- 
sion to talk to our clients in the 
hospital have been rejected. We re- 
quest the right to talk to our clients 
and hope to persuade them not to 
continue their fast,” said the appeal. 

The press adviser for the Ankara 
martial law command. Col. Yalcin 
Rakoc. reaffirmed yesterday his 
statement of last week when word 
of the hunger strike first leaked out 
of Mamak. 

"There is no hunger strike," he 
said. He also denied that the ap- 
peals signed by the 14 lawyers had 
been received.

WARSAW (Reuter). — Workers in 
the southern Polish city of 
Czestochowa went on strike alert 
yesterday because of what union of- 
ficials described as the drastic supp4 
!y situation amid signs that protests 
over food shortages were spreading. 

Al the same time, in Lodz, 
Poland's second biggest city, more 
than 30 trucks and buses bearing 
protest slogans were driven in a 
noisy procession down main street. 
Solidarity union officials said. With 
their horns blaring and lights on, the 
vehicles stopped outside the 
mayor's office. 

The Czestochowa strike alert, a 
tactical weapon which means that 
workers are ready at a moment's 
notice to down tools, was in force in 
340 enterprises, local officials of the 
Solidarity union said. 

They said Czestochowa, the site 
of Poland’s most sacred Catholic 
shrine, was plastered with posters 
protesting against ineffectual food 
rationing and the supply situation. 

The officials said local union 
leaders would meet today to decide 
their next moves. 


"We want the action to be as 
moderate as possible. We do not 
want people to take to the streets," 
a Solidarity official said. 

The protest in Czestochowa came 
after the government and Solidarity 
reached a tentative agreement -on 
plans- to cut meat -rations.-'- --• • 
' The union bad threatened poui- 
bfe strikes because of planned 20 


per cent reductions in allowances 
for August and September, but the 
government said Monday night it 
would reconsider the decision for 
September and study ways to make 
up the August shortfall 

Solidarity said in principle it 
remained opposed to any' reduc- 
tions in what it says are already 
meagre and barely sufficient ra- 
tions. 

Most staples are now rationed in 
Poland. But sales for-coupons have 
not had the expected effect of 
reducing queues, and critics now 
fcrgue that the fault lies in the com- 
munist government’s central plann- 
ing and distribution system.

What do all these dogs have in 
common? They are all collies. 

There are probably more stories 
— fiction or fact — of courageous 
and sensible behaviour by the collie 
(often referred to as a “Lassie”) 
than about any other breed of dog. 
The collie, bred as a working sheep 
dog for generations, was selected by 
the shepherd for his characteristics 
of intelligence, trainabilily, in- 
itiative, and sense of responsibility. 
Nowadays, deprived of their Hocks 
(although there are still working 
collies, even here in Israel), they 
take charge of their human family : 
instead. Many is the youngster who 
has learned to. walk by hanging on 
to his collie, or who is gently pushed 
out of harm’s way by his shaggy 
friend. 

But don't imagine that the collie 
is all solemn responsibility. He is a 
- dog with a sense of humour, who 
knows how to down to cheer up his 
friends, or to make them forget 
' that they are annoyed at his pranks. 
His eyes dance at the thought of a 
romp or a trip anywhere with his 
people. He is also a dog with a mind 
of his own. and doesn't hesitate to 
“speak” it. 

He's an easy dog to care for, 
clean by nature, healthy and hardy, 
not a big eater, and not requiring a- 
lot of exercise (although he’ll never 
turn down a nice long walk). 
Contrary to common opinion, he 
does not suffer from the heat; he is 
one of the breeds of dog with a dou- 
ble coat — a harsh outer coaL and a 
thick woolly undercoat. In the 
spring, the undercoat is shed and the 
' outercoal provides protection from 
the sun, like the Beduin’s jaiabiva. 
Shedding need not be a problem 
either; if the collie is brushed 
regularly, he won’t leave hairs 
around. 

Of course, when one lives with a 
1 collie, it is not always clear who is in 
charge. There was the bitch in Tel 
; Aviv who lived on the 12th floor of a 
modem apartment building, and 
when the elevator broke down, 
refused to walk down ail those stairs 
so her owner carried her... Or the 
dog who punished his family for 
leaving him home when they went 
on a trip by pulling ail the books 
out' of the bookcase.

a property as his territory, whether 
an apartment, meshek,'koDSe;Tac-: 
tory, or security installation — he 
will guard, whether there is any one 
there with him or not. On the other 
hand, he is not overly aggressive — 
his task is not to attack, but to warn, 
and he will bite only if his warning is 
ignored. So he is a safe family dog. 
unlikely to attack friends and 
neighbours who have come for a 
visit, or the children's friends who 
are roughhousing. He is very adap- 
table and has proved that he can ad- 
just to all climates and living condi- 
tions, whether a small apartment, or 
an extensive farm. He is an easy 
keeper and does not suffer from ex- 
tremes of heat or cold, requires lit- 
tle food to stay in peak condition, 
and no special grooming or other 
special care, factors which have led 
some foreign police departments to 
inquire about the availability of Ca- 
naans for working dogs. 

The growing demand for these 
dogs means that prospective buyers 
often have to wait for their puppy 
for' as long as six months. Breeding 
is done with care, to preserve all the 
desired characteristics of the breed, 
and only the finest and most typical 
Canaan dogs are considered for the , 
breeding programme. 

However, most interested people : 
both here and abroad feel the result : 
is worth the wait, and most people 
who have had a Canaan once don’t 
want to change breeds. C.R .

DEPENDING on which school of 
sociology, psychology or economics 
one follows, it is clear that the 
quality of education, medicine, 
mental health or life itself is on a 
downhill slide. The shekel continues 
to fall, the suprastructure (or is it 
the infrastructure) of society is 
crumbling, and the pressures of life 
are „ increasing. ..It isn’t easy, any^ 
more? ' 

Because these are extraordinary 
times, one should consider extraor- 
dinary solutions. My suggestion — 
adopt a donkey. 

Now this may sound like a radical 
proposal, but as 1 hope to 
demonstrate, once there is a donkey 
in the family all other problems 
rapidly fade into nothingness. 

Saint Ignatious of Loyola would 
have us pity the donkey; "Content 
to chew upon the simplest of foods, 


he is free of ambition, untouched by 
a need to improve himself and even 
unaware of his plight. He spends his 
days as idly as possible, works only 
when it is on absolute necessity, and 
casts his scorn upon the world at 
large.” 

The good saint missed the point. 
The donkey, simply stated, knows 
as a certainty that it is the wisest of 
all animals. And in its wisdom, this 
noble creature has found how to 
beat the game of life. By adopting 
one as a pel there, is a [airly good, 
chance that we' somewhat lesser 
creatures can learn part of the les- 
son. 

First of all, one must realize that 
all donkeys are philosophers. When 
one watches one of these loveable 
creatures nosing into a wall, its ears 
twitching spasmodically, it may be 
tempting to think that between 
those active ears there is little 
cerebral activity. But that would be 
an error. 

'Every donkey is quietly con- 


templating a life where there will be 
green bushes in abundance, no 
more burdens to be carried and 
human beings a bit more intelligent 
than those it has encountered in its 
present incarnation, the donkey is 
also contemplating the meaning of 
life itself. There is one hypothesis 
that states that donkeys the world 
over have been cooperating in the 
development of a universal theory 
that will explain all of those things 
considered mysterious to man and 
donkey alike. 

Certain evidence of this may be 
seen in the braying patterns of many 
Middle-Eastern donkeys. Biologists 
and psycholinguists have been 
equally unsuccessful in translating 
the specific meanings of donkey 
communication systems. Some have 
been foolish enough to believe that 
donkeys bray only when frightened 
or sexu^Jly frustrated. 

This "Is demonstrably untrue, as 
may be seen in the case of 
Esmerelda. a particularly charming 
donkey who resides in Jaffa. After 
having her sexual appetites satisfied 
one fine May day, Esmerelda was 
munching contentedly on a mulber- 
ry bush when she suddenly started 
braying. It was evident to either 
man or donkey of reasonable 
astuteness that some great and un- 
iversal truth had just been made 
clear to Esmerelda, who, in turn, 
was simply communicating this 
finding to her brothers and sisters in 
the immediate area. 

There are. in addition to the 
philosophical lessons we may learn 
from our donkey pels, some prac- 
tical reasons for the adoption of 
such a creature. As a means of trans- 
portation they can carry their 
masters lo and from work, into town 
•and even to festive occasions such 
as weddings, funerals and bar 
mitzvas. And, so long as we do not 
overdo it, these pets can haul 
groceries from the supermarket, 
bring back finds from the shuk or even 
tow the car when we can no longer 
afford petrol. 

There are other advantages. The 
pet donkey needs no special food. 
Content to munch on grass, ground 
vegetation or green-leaved shrubs, 
the food bill for your donkey is sure 
to be low. They are, for the most 
part, loveable and loving creatures 
who demand little more than an oc- 
casional brushing or pat on the nose 
lo keep them contentedly munching 
away. 

As to Ignatious' bemoaning the 
donkey's seeming desire to spend its 
days as idly as possible, one can sure- 
ly claim that as a sign of high order 
intelligence. One might inquire as to 
how many clerks, taxi drivers or in- 
surance agents awaken each morn- 
ing with. a sense of joy that' their 
work awaits them. After such an in- 
quiry. one must then ponder on 
whether it is human “ambition” or 
donkey lassitude that seems the 
more intelligent behaviour. 

As to fringe benefits, who would 
dare burgle a house that had a 
donkey in the living room? And if 
you’ve ever wanted to be the talk of 
the town, imagine the subtle joy one 
might feel as friends comment; 
“Look at that perfect ass riding 
down Dizengoff Street.”

Manufacturers deplore decision by 
finance ministry to freeze contracts

TEL AVIV. •— The finance 
ministry's decision to freeze con- 
tracts with suppliers and builders 
will have harshly detrimental effects 
on the local industry, while leading 
to the import of goods which could 
be manufactured here. This was 
stated yesterday by Amon Tiberg, 
the deputy director-general 
(economics and foreign trade) of 
the Manufacturers Association. 

He noted that the ministry T s at- 
tempt to curb inflation by freezing 
such contracts affected only con- 
tracts denominated in local cur- 
rency. while allowing government 


agencies to import from abroad and 
pay in foreign currency. 

This in turn would cause the 
country's adverse balance of pay- 
ments gap to increase, he said. 

The overall effect on local in- 
dustry would be ft slowing down, or 
even a closing down, of local lines 
of production, causing unemploy- 
ment — at a time when the number 
of jobless was increasing. - 

The long-range effects of the 
decision, Tiberg said, would harm 
the country as a whole. The sector 
of the economy to be hardest hit 
would be that connected with 
building the country's infrastruc- 
ture, renewing the means of produc- 
tion and buying new machinery.

HAIFA. — The Ziri* shipping 
company finished the first half of 
the year within the projected 
budget, and with “sufficient profit 
to keep our head above water,” the 
company’s general manager* 
Yehuda Rotcm, told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. The company had . 
budgeted a S750m. turnover for the 
year. 

Rotcm noted that the . small, 
profit, continuing Zim’s run of 
profitable years, was a considerable 
accomplishment in ■ view of ' the 
ongoing worldwide shipping slump. 

Rotem attributed Zim’s success 
to a combined ’’aggressive, 
marketing and development 
policy,?’’ especially ' dn. foreign trade . 
lines with a major effort at raising 
eficiency of fleet operations. . 

He noted. that the greatest efforts 
had been invested in fuel saving, 
because the high price of fuel made: 

. this the most lucrative saving. He 


noted that Zim would spend about 
SI 30m. on fuel this year, down by 
about 15 per cent compared to 
1980. 

This had been achieved by reduc- 
ing speeds to optimal fuel consump- 
tion cruising speeds, sandblasting 
the ships’ bottoms and painting 
them with a coat of Self Polishing 
Paint- to reduce friction, changing 
engines for more fuel efficient 
motors, and planning the most fuel 
efficient designs fo'r all new ships. 

Savings had also been made by 
tighter control of the company's 
containers, which had enabled Zim 
to take some 6,000 containers out of 
.service, while increasing container 
traffic and by tightening the ef- 
ficiency of ships’ crews, with “more 
rational” complements on the new 
ships. He noted that the seamen’s 
unions ’were cooperating on this 
with Zim as they realised that they 
were both in the same boat, and that 
they would sink together if the com- 
pany started losing money.

Charges of unfair competition 

Agrexco and Gal may 
undercut Zim on French line

HAIFA. — 1 Zim is fighting a plan by 
Agrexco and Clal to launch a joint, 
cut-rate freight service on the 
Israet-Marseilles route, which it 
considers unfair competition, The 
Post learned from shipping circles 
yesterday. 

-Agrexco, the exporter of 
agricultural produce, and Trans- 
Clal, a subsidiary of the Clal con- 
cern, reportedly offer to carry con-* 
tainerized cargoes on the route at 
lower prices. They plan to use* tire 
refrigerated slups Voche and Vande, 
which' now now sail the. route under* 
charter to Agrexco for seven 
months of the year. 

This would be in direct competi- 
tion with Zim, which -has regular 
fortnightly sailings to Marseilles. 

Under the mooted plan, Agrexco 
would lease the deck space of the 
two ships to Trans-Cial, which in 
turn would solicit the cargoes. * 

The two British-flag ships,' man- 
ned by British officers and Indian 
ratings, were -chartered for five 
years a year ago. In addition to their 
cargo of produce each ship would 
also carry, up to 50 containers on .its 

ulo/fre tiiared Be Agrexco and 
if.'*-”* • • " 

Zim experts argue that the ships 
could take about half the available- 
cargoes from Zim, which already 


finds it hard to run the line 
profitably. They also say that the 
service would violate the transport 
ministry permit granted to Agrexco ; 
to charter the foreign ships, which 
allows Agrexco to ship farming 
produce only. 

If introduced, the new service 
would force Zim to withdraw its 
freighter, the Jasmin, which is man- 
ned exclusively by Israelis, many of 
whom are no longer fit for longer 
sailings, after years of work at sea. 
The French Line, which in the past 
also operated the route, dropped it 
i some time ago due to lack of cargo. - 

-Both seamen's unions will join 
the fight. They want to prevent thier 
members losing their jobs to foreign 
sailors on the much sought after' 
’ home line. 

Zim is warning its regular 
customers, which include several 
Clal enterprises, that they would 
lose their year-round Zim service to- 
Marseilles if they ship with the new 
line, which, would, provide only a,, 
partial service. 

Zim is also reported to be putting 
pressure on Clal and Agrexco to 
abandon the- scheme. 

, The Post has learned that the idea

. Zim itself last season, when it was 
seeking space for a number of con- 
tainers over and above the Jasmin’- 
c opacity, that were awaiting urgen- 
shipment in Ashdod.

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Shunning public concern 


THE AGREEMENT between Israel and Egypt for the establishment 
of a multinational force and observers (MFO) in Sinai has now been 
overwhelmingly endorsed by the Knesset, after being presented to it 
as a matter of courtesy by the government. The agreement indeed ap- 
pears to be a good one. and it deserved to be ratified. 

Since the UN would not accept the role of peacekeeper reserved 
for it in Sinai under the terms of the Israel- Egyptian peace treaty, the 
MFO. built mainly around U.S. personnel, was the only practical 
alternative. 

True, it would have been a far better procedure, as MK Abba 
Eban. the one-time foreign minister, has suggested, for Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir to submit the text of the agreement to the 
scrutiny of the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee first. 
This committee would have been the proper forum for a detailed ex- 
amination of the agreement. 

In committee, too, Mr. Shamir could have rendered some account 
of the reasons that prompted Premier Menachem Begin at the last 
moment to insist on a partial revision of the text. This had to do with 
the withdrawal of the MFO by mutual consent between Israel and 
Egypt. The new agreed version, which allows the parties to consider 
alternative arrangements, offers a distinction without apparent dif- 
ference. 

Once the decision was taken to refer the agreement directly to the 
plenum, the parliamentary debate should at least have been made to 
focus on its underlying political aspect — cooperation between the 
three current partners to Middle East peace, Israel. Egypt and the 
U.S. Vorite Dayan, chief architect of the peace treaty during his two 
years as foreign minister in Mr. Begin' s first cabinet, properly dwelt 
on this theme in his address to the thinly attended Knesset. 

The MFO accord, he pointed out. could not outlive the peace 
treaty, and the treaty itself would not survive the loss of a “basic 
political consensus" between the three partners. 

This is what is at stake in Lebanon these days, and what the 
-government chooses so studiously to ignore. To the government. 
Lebanon as a subject of public discussion is only an occasion for the 
Labour Alignment to embarrass Mr. Begin. Yet the true nature of the 
cease-fire to which the government gave its consent last Friday, and 
its likely effect on the tripartite collaboration, would seem to be us 
suitable, and in fact a far more urgent, issue on which the govern- 
ment might wish to enlighten the nation. 

What, it is legitimate to ask, are the modalities of the cease-fire ac- 
cord? If there were, say, a massive violation by the PLO, would 
Jerusalem — before embarking on a retaliatory strike — call on 
Washington to take it up at once with Beirut, on a government-io- 
governmeni basis, as one would expect from reading Mr. Begin's 
homilies? Or would Jerusalem, as it has done in the few cases of 
violation that have occurred so far, content itself with UNI FI L filing 
a protest with the PLO? 

Everyone but Israel’s government appears to think that this latter 
pattern of communication flow would be-more in keeping with the 
spirit of the present cease-fire. 

Then. too. how is the nearly open clash between Jerusalem and 
Washington that preceded the cease-fire affecting prospects of future 
collaboration? While an explosion has been averted, the outlook at 
the moment looks grim. The U.S. is keeping Israel’s observance of 
quiet in the north as a down payment on the eventual lifting or the 
ban on the F-16 warplanes due for delivery, while Egypt is waiting in 
the wings for the U.S. to bring this country more fully into line. 

But such matters are not considered by the government worthy of 
public airing and analysis: and in the present still unsettled stale of 
the Knesset the opposition somehow cannot find the way to force the 
government to it.

Considerable Likud anger was 
directed at the NRP. One leading 
minister described it as “a party 
rent asunder. First they decide that 
Hammer will have the religious af- 
fairs portfolio and then, knowing 
what Tami’s position is. they pick 
Burg because of reasons related 
only to incessant internal party 
squabbles.” 

Likud sources added that the 
trouble wiih the NRP arose from an 
unexpected source. After con- 
siderable progress had been made 
on many of the NRP’s demands 
regarding social legislation and the 
allocation of funds to its 
educational institutions, the talks 
became bogged down again yester- 
day on religious issues. 

Most of these sources say that the 
NRP is “pyschologically troubled. 
They are just now beginning to reel 
from the beating they took at the 
polls." say Likud analysts. The feel- 
ing is that the NRP's demands are 
geared mainly to giving the party 
back its religious image. Having 
stressed the nationalistic angle of 
its ideology, it lost much of its iden- 
tify to the Likud and many of its 
voters opted to vote “directly” for 
Begin. 

Thus among the NRP's demands, 
which the Likud has so far rejected, 
are stopping Sabbath eve work at 
Haifa Port, halting train services on 
Saturdays, grounding El A I on the 
Sabbath, and limitations on the 
legal rights of common-law wives. 
-The NRP is regarded as 
troublesome in other ways loo. 
While demanding a number of 
deputy minister posts for its leaders, 
it refuses to let the Government In- 
formation Centre and the Broad- 
casting Authority be removed from 
Hammer’s Education Ministry 
jurisdiction. The Likud sought this 
in order to be able to set up an in- 
formation ministry for MK Yitzhak 
Berman. Given the NRP position, 
Berman may have to serve without 
portfolio, something which is sure 
to kindle resentment among the 
Liberals, who may possibly press 
demands for another portfolio. 

Likewise. Burg has refused to 
break up the union between the in- 
terior and police ministries, to make 
it possible for Begin to set up a 
ministry for internal defence, which 
he had car-marked for Mordcehai 
/ipuri. 


(Begin yesterday paid a con- 
dolence visit to the Rabbi of Gur, 
whose sister died recently.) 


Begin's formula will be taken up 
by the Council of Tora Sages, 
Agudat YisraeFs supreme authority, 
tomorrow-. If no agreement is 
reached 1 prior to the meeting, and if 
a vote on the question is forced, it 
may lead to a bitter rift in the coun- 
cil leadership. 

But Aguda Knesset faction 
chairman MK Shiomo Lorincz 
warned yesterday that the council is 
unlikely to be satisfied by “a mere 
Begin promise to try. though we 
judge him as being very sincere.” 

Nevertheless both Aguda and the 
Likud agree that apart from the 
Law of Return issue, all other, out- 
standing issues between them had 
been agreed upon. It is believed that 
Aguda' 5 success in the talks with the 
Likud is so great that it will be loath 
to give them up because of the Law 
of Return issue. Aguda has secured 
an annual stipend for each yeshiva 
student of IS 1*7,500. Thus far each 
student was entitled to IS6,500only. 
There will! also be more housing es- 
tates for religious couples and state 
aid to set up a large Aguda 
kindergarten system. 

Begin yesterday also made it 
clear to the Liberal component in 
the Likud that he would not 
relegate the transport portfolio to 
MK Dyvid Shiftman. He has an- 
nounced that the ministry, ceded by 
the ailing Haim Landau, will go to 
Herut’.s Haim Corfu. 

Bui the Libera! cauldron is still 
boiling. .Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i announced yesterday that 
parly forums agreed that he would 
gel fellow Liberal Gideon Patt’s 
Trade Ministry. Pall at the same 
lime says he will not give it up und 
that anyway it is not the party which 
decides but Begin. 


PALESTINE NOW “T-" 0 ?"* 


With the recent raid on Beirut, Prime Minister Begin has started 
the countdown for a Palestinian state, writes YA’ACOV 
FRIEDLER. 




IN 1897, at the conclusion of the 
first Zionist Congress, Theodor 
Herzl wrote in his diary that in 
Basle he had laid the foundations of 
a Jewish state. 

His contemporaries would no 
doubt have expressed their disbelief 
if he had made his thoughts public. 
But after 51 years, he was proved to 
be right. 

On July 17, 1981, -with the Air 
Force raid on Beirut, Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin started 
the count-down for a Palestinian 
state. It will, I venture to estimate, 
take less than 51 months for history 
to confirm this. 

Mr. Begin, unlike Dr. Herzl, was 
not aiming for a new state. He 
probably intended quite the op- 
posite. but history will show that 
nolens volens — to use one of those 
Latin expressions our premier 
favours — he put the finishing 
touches to Palestine with that unfor- 
tunate raid. History does not 
measure intentions, it merely 
records events as they happen. 

In Tact, history has been moving 
towards a Palestinian state, and a 
sizeable school of thought in its 
favour has been building up in Israel 
as well. All of us who do not want to 
impose our rule on a million unwill- 
ing Arabs have indeed been seeking 
the best way of letting them manage 
their own affairs for ths sake of both 
peoples. 


should have been the person to put 
the state on its feet with the ill- 
considered raid. 

The cease-fire that has now 
brought the fighting on our 
northern border to a stop resulted 
partly from that raid, and no 
amount of verbal athletics can hide 
the fact that the agreement was 
made with the “so-called” PLO. We 
did not agree on a cease-fire with 
“the lawful government of 
Lebanon.” as the Israel Govern- 
ment would have us believe, 
because the lawful government of 
Lebanon exercises no law in the 


Every schoolboy knows that if 
you persuade a gang of hooligans to 
stop pelting you with stones from 
the backyard of a dear old lady's 
cottage, it is not the dear old lady 
who puts down the stones. 

But unlike Begin, not every 
Israeli — and possibly riot even a 
majority of Israelis — will regret the 
establishment of a Palestinian state. 
Some of us, indeed, have long 
believed that the sooner we reach 
agreement on a state with the 
Palestinians, the less dangerous that 
state will be for our own future. 


hand over the eastern territory in a 
way which ensures that the new 
Palestinian state will not be a threat 
to Israel, or to the many .Israelis 
who mil live on its border. To 
promote fears of what such a state 
would do to the citizens of the 
coastal plain sounds somewhat hol- 
low after what those in the Galilee 
have just undergone at the hands of 
the PLO. which Begin had publicly 
promised before his election would 
not occur. 

No doubt, the Palestinians will 
lake their Katyushas and 130 mm 
guns into their new. state, but they 
will then be putting their own 
country on the line if they pull the 
trigger; they will be responsible for 
the safety of their own people; they 
will not be able to simply disregard 
the lives of the poor Lebanese. 

If they fire on Israel, the world 
will not be “aghast” if Israel then 
silences their guns.

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THE RAID on Beirut turned world 
opinion overwhelmingly in favour 
of a Palestinian state, giving ex- 
plosive momentum to a process that 
had long since taken root — if only 
because the world hopes in this way 
to remove the Palestinian problem 
from the oil routes once and for all. 

It is ironic that Begin of all people 


1 WAS AMONG those who voted 
for Begin in 1977 precisely because 
1 believed that he would hand over 
some parts of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza to the Palestinians — or for 
the Palestinians — with dignity, 
honour and possibly magnanimity. 1 
believed the Alignment then was in- 
capable of displaying such qualities. 

As it transpired, Begin did display 
all these graces in handing over 
Sinai to the Egyptians. I am still sad 
that he did not do the same on our 
eastern side. too.

THE JORDANIANS stopped the 
PLO and the Syrians have not al- 
lowed them to shoot from Syrian 
territory, precisely because the 
price is too high. 

Moreover, the PLO will find that 
the Palestinians they come to 
“liberate” in J udea and Samaria mil 
not allow them to provoke Israel 
into retaliatory action against them. 
They will in any case be so preoc- 
cupied simply keeping their state 
viable that they will have little spare 
time for shooting at Israel, even if 
the security arrangements we make 
in return for giving op the territory 
make effective shooting posable. 

Nor should we forget that if the 
PLO thinks it is getting a bargain in 
Judea and Samaria, it is m for a sur- 
prise. And if it imagines that all the 
bleeding hearts of Europe, who so 


vigorously extol the rights of the 
Palestinians to a state of their own, 
wiH care two hoots once they have 
it, it’s wrong. 

One can envision even the Arab 
states, who are now such zealous 
backers of Palestinian statehood, 
washing their hands of the whole 
business once the state is es- 
tablished and letting the Palesti- 
nians stew in their own Juice. 

The PLO may also find that the 
oil which lubricates its cause so well 
now will wear off as the interest of 
the oil sheikha wanes, and Europe's 
moralists will find a more con- 
venient cause to bleed for.

Begin yesterday managed to stave 
off an ultimatum on die Law of 
Return amendment from the two 
chief rabbis. He met both Rabbi 
Shiomo Goren and Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef in his ofifice yesterday and 
explained to them that he personal- 
ly supports the amendment, which 
would stipulate that conversions to 
Judaism be carried out according to 
Halacha. The best he can do in the 
coalition agreement. Begin said, is 
to promise to try to pass the legisla- 
tion “at an opportune time.” The 
two rabbis emerged satisfied with 
Begin's personal position and said 
they would not council the religious 
parties against entering the coali- 
tion. 


THE ISRAELI and Soviet electoral 
systems, for all their radical dif- 
ferences, paradoxically have one 
major trait in common: the prin- 
cipal nominee is a party, not a man. 
The victory of a party and its 
political credo allows for func- 
tionaries to be placed in parliament 
and in many key posts. 

However, since the experiences 
of both democratic and totalitarian 
societies have demonstrated that 
“the right parties” do not exisL ef- 
fectiveness in governing is primarily 
determined by the competence of 
leaders and their offices, rather than 
by political concepts: optimal 
political solutions are often beyond 
the capabilities of the rank-and-file 
party men. Therefore, 
notwithstanding the advantages of 
pluralism, there is no justification to 
limiting the voter's right to elect a 
public figure, irrespective of his 
party affiliations. 

The existing practice of voting for 
a party list discards the principle of 
electing a district candidate who 
must answer to the voter, not the 
party. It is only natural that such an 
electoral system results in a passive 
and resentful electorate. 

An electoral reform should be un- 
dertaken to set district elections of 
party candidates and executive 
leadership. Whether the public 
would favour this step could be 
shown in a nation-wide referendum. 
Undoubtedly such a “reform de- 
mands an effort on the part of the

the parties, but the consequences will 
be manifold: activization of public 
concern: better choice of Knesset 
Candidates; the opportunity For the 
prime minister to put aside petty 
factional interests in forming an 
authoritative and consistent ad- 
ministration. 


LET US consider another subject 
— productive labour. It is difficult 
to accept the fact that robust men 
adapt themselves to the Israeli 
reality by continuing diaspora tradi- 
tions and feeling no shame at going 
into petty trade and other non- 
productive labour. To counteract 
this detrimental state of afTaims, it is 
important to develop a long-term 
programme to make productive 
labour an attractive option. - 
More should ^be invested in 
professional education and in 
equipping ORT vocational schools 
and other high schools, with 
modern aids on the level of the 
equipment used in industry and 
agriculture. The cheap Arab labour 
market should be further limited. 
Youths should be given more of an 
incentive to build new, profitable 


moshavim and kibbutzim. 

Another element of education re- 
quires attention: the nation’s 
schools provide ybiithS With ffivdtse 
knowledge, but leave diem indif- 
ferent to patriotic sentiments and 
feelings of nationalism, as teaching 
this is viewed as brainwashing. To 
bring home these feelings the cream 
of the nation’s intellectual elite 
should be enlisted for the job. 
Included here would be university 
professors and pensioners who 
would be selected by an 
authoritative, ministerial commis- 
sion, which would also look for 
recruits in the parties and other 
organizations. 

It is our duty to (he younger 
generation to implant the idea that a 
fully-fledged citizen cultivates 


(often subconsciously) the memory 
of generations, relayed to him by 
parents, school, friends — i aed the 
moth til ahd.
